WASHINGTON, July 
6.—During the 
fiscal year which closed June 30 a reduc- 
tion of $109,707,645.38 was made in the 
public debt. During the preceding year 
the reduction aggregated $96,097,766.25. 
This is a difference of $13,609,880.13 in 
favor of the past year, mainly due to an 
increase in the net revenue of the year 
ust ended over that of the year previous. 
The receipts during 1886-87 were $34,- 
941,166 89, and the expenditures $26,- 
033,051.79, greater than during 1885 86, 
making a net gain for the year of $8,- 
908.115. 
The detailed figures are as 
follows: 
Receipts—Customs, $24,498,- 
959 75, increase; internal revenue, $2,- 
330,511.02, increase; miscellaneous, $8,- 
111,696.12, increase. 
Expenditures or- 
dinary, $16.619,392.68, 
increase; pen- 
sions, $12,248,885.25 increase; 
inter- 
est, 
$2,835,V26.14, 
decrease; 
total, 
826,033,051.79, increase. 
During 1885- 
86 the government's receipts exceeded 
its expenditures 
$93,956,588.86, and 
during 1886-87 the excess aggregated 
¡102,864.70, so that in both years the 
democratic administration used all of 
the surplus received in reducing the 
debt and drew out some of the accumu- 
lated surplus stored in the treasury 
vaults under republican rule. 


The showing made by the democratic 
administratis n for the two years and four 
months it has had the reins of power is 
one the democratic administration may 
well point to with pride. 
The figures 
will look well in type. 
They are as fol- 
lows:

STTMMABY FOB THE YBAB. 


During the fiscal year just ended the 
principle of the bonded debt of the 
United States decreased $127,911,030, 
and the amount of the accrued but un- 
paid interest on such debt decreased 
S08,911. The decrease in certificates 
of deposit amounted to $9,480,000, and 
in demand notes and fractional currency 
to $7,438. Durihg the same period there 
was an increase of $69,182,854 in gold 
and silver certificates, and an increase 
of $40,949,854 in the cash in the treas- 
ury, showing a net decrease in the 
public debt during the year of $109,707,- 
646. 


PENSION 
COMPAKISONS. 


The record division of the pension 
office for the fiscal year ending June 30 
makes a larger showing as compared 
with the work in 1885, when the repub 
iicans had charge of the office. This ex 
hibit of the record division is a fair sam- 
ple of the work of the bureau. 
During 
the year the number of claims for in 
crease filed was 106,317; originals, 51, 
a37; Mexican, 18,i25; total, 176 879. 
I'he result of the year ending June 30, 
1885, wi»8: 
Increase of pensions, 66,- 
590; originals, 38,079; total, 
104.669. 
The excess for 1888 is 72,210. The 
office now has fifteen clerks less than the 
republicans had when they were in 
power. 


The Tandalia Freight Classification. 
ST. Loms, July 6.—The Yandalia is 
distributing among its agents a circular, 
under date of July 5th, announcing the 
report of the committee on freight clas- 
sification, having been adopted by the 
joint committee. 
The changes in classi- 
fication therein recommended will take 
effect the 15th. 
Most of the propped 
changes are reductions in classification 
The advances made are for the most part 
on those classes of freight of which com 
paratively little is shipped.

N E W YORK. July 6.—The position of 
Dr. McGlynn was the chief topic of con 
versation in Catholic circles yesterday 
The prospect is that while the edict of 
ex-oommnnication will go formally into 
force, it will not be the cause of any 
public ceremonial in any church. The 
fact of his notification and the further 
fact that he is no longer a priest of the 
Roman Catholic church or a communi 
cant of that body will be published in 
the newspapers.

The 
Article 
Pretending to Abolish 
Polygamy in 
Utah Pro- 
nonneed a 
Fraud 
and a Sham.

Dr. Moffat, in the presence of a few 
invited friends, conducted the beautiful 
and impressive ceremony which united 
in marriage Miss Minnie G. Taylor, of 
Mnuoie, Ind., and Mr. George Ward, of 
this city. 


The bride appeared unusually pretty, 
with her wealth of dark auburn hair, 
and a very expressive face, and was at- 
tired in a neat fitting and beautiful trav- 
eling costume of blue material. The 
bride was assisted by Miss Eva McGrew, 
of Montpelier, Ind. 


The bridegroom looked handsome, 
dressed in the conventional black and 
was assisted by Mr. D. M. Doyle, of 
Fort Wayne. 


Misa Taylor is closely connected with 
the best families in Delaware and Ran- 
dolph counties, this state, while Mr. 
Ward is well known in the city of Fort 
Wayne and comes 
from an old 
Cincinnati family, closely 
identified 
with the Ohio River Packet company. 
His grandfather. Captain Wm. Ward, 
was one of the most prominent men in 
the early days of this Packet company. 
George Ward is about twenty-four years 
of age, end has been connected with the 
American Express company since a mere 
boy. 
He has been express messenger 
on the Muncie road for some time where 
he is widely known by all the frequenters 
this route. 
After dinner the happy 
couple were conveyed to the Nickel 
Plate depot, where they took the east- 
bound train for a brief visit to friends 
and relatives in New York City.

future home will be in Muncie, Ind. 


An Indian Feast and Dance. 
The "te-can-na" is more usually in- 
dulged in now as a part of religions 
worship. 
This is properly the feast 
and dance. A dog has been prepared 
as a sacrifice, and while it is being 
cooked over a fire in the lodge and the 
Bavory odor is wafted to the nostrils of 
the Indian, he performs his devotions. 
Only invited guests are present in the 
lodge to take part in the exercises, and 
outside no one approaches near it. 


When the dog has been well cooked, 
it is dished up and passed around by 
one of the priesthood (every one having 
brought his own dish). It is then eaten 
as quickly as possible, when the cere- 
monies again begin. 


Seated on the platform are the "musi- 
cians." 
They are hideously painted, 
and are in a state of semi-nudity, while 
they glitter with barbaric ornaments. 
Frantically they beat upon drums, in- 
terspersed* with the shaking of gourds, 
singing, meanwhile, the sacred ohant of 
the clan. Here is one commonly used: 


M u h - q u o h Mak-a-moan 
Au-wah-tu8-8a Ke-shuk-wo 
Mon-na, enan-kut-we. 


This is the sacred song of the Bear 
Muhquoh) clan or band, four bands be- 
ing represented at the Indian village. 
But now the discordant tone of the 
chanting rises higher and higher, then 
sinks away almost to silence. 
Again it 
rises with renewed energy of voice, and 
anon is heard no more. 
This is con- 
tinued for many hours. 
Tho women 
present are silent, and only the voice of 
one who has been allowed special privi- 
leges is heard. 
After this to them 
solemn ceremony the dancing begins, 
and is also observed as a part of wor- 
ship. A loud, shrill whistle is blown 
that reaches to the distant lodges. Then 
the covering is removed from the door, 
that all who wish may behold the dance. 
One behind the other with rhythmic, 
measured step, they slowly move in 
circle around the lodge to the music (I) 
of the drum and tho fierce chanting of 
tho "orchestra," which is mingled with 
the whoops and shrill cries of the 
dancers. 
The * step of the women is a 
peculiar jump which moves their whole 
bodies. 
The dance is generally con- 
tinued until all are exhausted by the 
violent exercise. 


Every style of costume, or lack of 
costume, is here depicted on the part of 
the Indians. 
Some are clothed with 
consciousness of virtue and a necklace 
of bear's claws; others wear buckskin 
leggins and a dignified demeanor; and 
still others a "bee-se-cah]* (shirt) of gay 
calico (decorated with ribbons) and 
war club, while an ancient representa- 
tive of this historic race, in the inten- 
sity of his religious fervor, appear» upon 
the scene clad with rectitude and a 
feathe:iPfan. 


The women are dressed usually in 
broadcloth skirts handsomely embroid- 
ered with different-colored silks, and all 
the paraphernalia of ornament that 
used by both men and women o n 
occasion; neithei- must wo forget

Mrs. Morris, of Fort Wayne, 
Lafayette and Attempts 
Gain 
Possession of 
Her Children.

The Lafayette Journal says: 
"A lady named Morris, residing at 
Fort Wayne, arrived in the city Satur- 
day in quest of her children, three little 
boys. 
The first of June her husband 
went on an extended spree, and while in 
that condition conceived the notion that 
he would send the children to the 
orphans' asylum here, claiming that his 
wife was not the proper person to take 
care of them. 
They were sent here on 
the 3d of June and were given quarters 
at the asylum. 
This act of the husband 
caused a breach between him and his 
wito and they separated. 


Mrs. Morris determined to recover her 
children and came to this city for that 
purpose. 
She went to the asylum and 
Father GueudHng said he could not give 
her the children nntil he received wore 
from Bishop Dwenger. A telegram was 
sent to the bishop and he sent word 
bank to hold the children. 


Mrs. Morris, accompanied by Officer 
Wisner, again visited the asylum yester- 
day and made a request fur the children 
but was again refused their custody. 
While at the asylum she was permitted 
to see them. 
They clang to her and 
cried when they were taken away. The 
mother alao was melted to tears by the 


childish love displayed by her children. 
She was very much incensed at the re- 
fusal of the asylum authorities to give 
up the children, and will to-day take 
legal steps to get possession of them. 
In the meantime she is the guest of 
friends here. It is a peculiar case and 
pathetic as well." 


The Lafayette Journal, 
of this morn- 
ing, adds: 


"Mrs. Morris, whose children are now 
at the orphan's 
asylum agaiost her 
wishes and protest, has returned to Fort 
Wayne to secure evidence and money to 
carry the matter into court. T. J. Lev- 
ering has found a home for the two 
younger boys in the Orphans' home, in 
case they are released from the asylum. 
If the matter gets into court it will prove 
an interesting case.

master all ordinary fires that break out 
as they did yesterday when no alarm was 
sent to the city fire department.

on us, and my shoulders, though broad and 
willing, were weak, and myself surrounded by 
ench circumstances and such people that I 
knew not whom to trust, then 1 said in my ex- 
tremit, "I will send for Col. Taylor; he will 
know what to do." I tlunk it was in January, 
1862, on or about the 16th, that I did so. You 
came and I said to you: 
"What can we do? 
Said you: 
"Why issue treasury notes, bearing 
no interest, printed on the best banking paper. 
Issue enough to pay off the army 
expenses, 
and declare it legal-tondcr." 
Chase thought it 
a hazardous thing, but wo finally accomphsbed 
it, and gave to the people of this republio the 
greatest blessing they ever bad—their own 
paper to pay their own debts. It in due to yon, 
the father of the present ^oonbaok, that tho 
people should know it, and I take 
g^reat 
pleasure iu making it known. How many 


times have I laughed at you telling me plainlj 
that I was to be anything but a lawyer.

All the old families in Cartagena^ 
writes a «jorrespondent from New Gre- 
nada, South America, have more or 
less servants, their former slaves or 
their descendants, to whom wages are 
-paid, who live in the lowest story of 
ibhe house and provide for themselves 
in some mysterious way. 
The young 
ladies make up dulces and sweetmeats, 
which are taken out on trays by the 
servants and sold. 
The money obtained 
in this way is faithfully handed to 
the señorita of the house, who pur- 
chases the delicate fabric and pretty 
ribbons for the new dress, as she dare 
not make her appearance in the one 
previously worn. How lovely these 
dresses are ornamented at night with 
the cacullos (koo-koo-yos), the large 
and brilliant fireñy of the jungles of 
the interior I 
When the cacullo is 
lively it is the most beautiful of jewels 
in effect. A coal of fire is waved at the 
edge of the jungle where the cocullo 
lives. The beetles flock to the light 
and are knocked down easily into the 
grass, whence they are picked up and 
put into a joint of sugar-cane, 
where 
they get fat and lively and are ready 
for use when wanted. 
The efiect pro- 
duced by trimming a mull dress with 
cacullos, which emit a strong and uni- 
form light, of an incandescent green- 
ish character, is very striking. 
Young 
ladies attach two or more cacullos to 
the hair at the back of the head.

Sign-Talking in Naples. 


The people of Naples are the most 
proficient in the use of gesture. 
"With 
•what are y o n most struck when i n 
England ?" asked a British subject o f a 
Neapolitan. 
"With tlie total absence 
of all pantomimic action in conversa- 
tion, " replied he. 
T o watch a lecturer 
address his audience without so much 
a s lifting a finger i n emphasis o f h i s 
remarks is the most laughable of sights 
to this lively southern race. 


Such admirable mimics are the 
I^politans that they can even dispense 
imh the use of proper names. A twist 
of the features, a strut, or other peculi- 
arity of manner, and they have indi- 
cated an acquaintance wiàiout using his 
patronymic. 


Two men on opposite sides of a street 
in Naples have been known to hold a 
protracted conversation by means of 
signs alone. 


No. 1 pulls a face descriptive of some 
common acquaintance and makes an in- 
terrogative motion. 


No. 2 crosses his fingers like bars be- 
fore his face and winks significantly. 


No. 1 signals: "Why?" 
No. 2 closes his fingers with a pecu- 
liar motion of the hand, laughs, and 
proceeds on his way. 
Thais, being 
translated reads : 


"Where is So-and-So?" 
"In prison." 
"What has he been doing?" 
"Stealing." 
Familiarity with the language of signs 
saves a great deal of time and effort, 
yor example, if, in any other city, you 
wish to invite a passing acquaintfuice to 
dinner, you must stop him and go 
through a quantity of courteous formal» 
ity. In Naples you may simply rap 
your mouth and intimate the honr by 
holding up the requisite number ot 
fingers. 
A motion on his part informs 
you whether your friend will ¡Mscept 
your hospitality. 
The following are 
some of the most common signs and 
gestures in use ; 


An outward wave of the hand signi- 
fies "Adieu" ; an inward, "Come"; • 
downward, "Stop." The thumb pointed 
backward says : 
"Look" ; put to the 
lips, with a slight toss of the head, it 
means drinking ; passed across the fore- 
head, as though wiping away the per- 
spiration, fatigue. 
The index 
finger 
drawn across the mouth denotes anger; 
across the clenched teeth, defiance; 
rapping the closed fingers against the 
lips, eating ; passing the extended index 
and thumb in front of the mouth, hun- 
ger ; twisting the end of the mustache : 
"Isn't it good to eat?" a backward wave 
of the hand beneath the chin and a 
simultaneous toss of the head : "Not at 
any price !" 


It is infinitely amusing to sit at the 
window and watch Neapolitans in the 
street ; if their conversation is at all 
animated one can easily follow it by the 
use of the eyes alone.—Youuih*8 Com- 
iMnion. 


Birds and Insects. 


The use ox sparrows alone may be 
seen by the following quotation from a 
small handbook on the subject which 
Rev. F. O. Morris has recently pub- 
lished called "The Sparrow Shooter": 
"Two pairs of sparrows were watched 
by an observant naturalist feeding their 
young in their nests in only one-half 
hour with the lavis of the bluebottle fly 
from a dead cat. 
They fetched these in 
all a hundred and four times, and one 
of the birds also caught fourteen flies 
on the wing. 
Now, the common house 
fly is computafi to produce in one 
season, so prolific is its progeny after 
progeny, no less than 20,000,000, say, 
in round numbers 21,000,000, and thus 
were prevented by these two pair of 
birds no fewer than 280,000.000, by the 
captiire of fourteen flies, and 2,800,000,- 
000 by the destruction of the 104 larvsa. 
Again, we read, on unimpeaohable 
authority, that there figured in the par- 
ish in G-loucestershire a charge for 
seventeen dozen of (so-called) tomtits* 
heads ; in another parish, Melbourne, in 
Derbyshire, a sparrow olub destroyed, 
in one year, 4,567 small birds, and in 
yet another, 3,500. 
Take the smaller 
of these two last numbers, and multiply 
by it the number of flies just calculated 
as prevented by the two pairs of spar- 
rows and it gives what we may very 
well call 'a grand total' or 7,280,000,- 
000,000. 
Linnaeus calculated that the 
progeny of three flies would devour a 
dead horse almost as quickly as a lion. 
The aphis, fed on by several of our 
small birds, produces of herself as is 
well-known, female aphides, generation 
after generation. 
As many as eleven of 
these female generations have been 
produced in one year, and it is believed 
that it may go on in the same way year 
after year. 
*It is probable,' says Mao- 
GiUivray, the most accorate and obserr- 
ant naturalist that England has erer 
had, 'that were the quantity of seeds of 
the cereal plants which aQ the grani- 
vorous birds in the country devour 
annuallv actually known it would prove 
much higher than could be imagined, 
yet by far the greater part could be ol 
use to man were all the birds destroyed, 
it being irrecoverably dispersed 
o v e r 
Um fialdw."* 


T h e H a r e a n d t h e T o r t o i s e . 


A Hare jeered a Tortoise because of 
Lis slowness of locomotion, boasting of 
her own speed at running. 
She said 
she could run a milo a minute without 
sweating a Hare, while the Tortoise 
would be a week about it, unless he 
took the cars. 


The Hare offered to run a race with 
the Tortoise for any money he was a 
mind to put up. A bet was made and 
the race commenced. Of course the 
Hare got ahead easily, and joked the 
Tortoise, who was slower than the pro- 
cess of getting a jury in a boodle alder- 
man case. 


Finally the Hare, to show her con- 
tempt for the Tortoise, laid down and 
took a na]i, satisfied that she would 
win the race, anyhow, even tlwjugh the 
track was heavy; but when she awoke 
the Tortoise, who had kept pegging 
right along, had passed under the 
Btrinfi, winning the race and the purae, 
the Hair being distanced.
